I west of Danville is revealed in news 
which comes from Koehler and Stuart 
where, at the present time two large 
apple storage and refrigerating plants 
are being constructed. That of Koeh- 
ler stands at the junction of the Dan- 
ville and Western and the Norfolk 
and "Western railroads, and, when 
completed will have a capacity of a 
quarter of a million barrels of apples 
Just now only one unit is being built 
thus to be 100 by 120 feet and five 
stories in heighth with a capacity for 
60.000 
During the next few years 


one unit will be added every twelve 
months until the four have been corn- 
Dieted. In the meantime the refrig- 
erating plant capable of turning out 
a big daily production is having the 
machinery install. 
A large force of men is at work on 
tl10 apple storage plant at Stuart 
w hich is in the center of the Pat- 
rick orchards. 
This la being con- 


structed by a Patrick county com- 
panv the stockholders for the most 
part being residents of Stuart. This 
plant will be nearlv as large as that 
it Koehler and will be ready to take 
care of the convng apple crop, the

BUENOS AIRES, 
Jne

most original restaurant in the world | 
is to be seen in Paseo de Julio, a 
waterfront street in Buenos Aires. 
The whole establishment consists 


of a great pot about one yard in dia- 
meter and an equally large fork. The 
chef, an Italian, is ready to attend 
customers from 9 a. m. to late in the 
evening . 
The daily dish Js always the same, 


"punchero," to make which the cook 
and at the same time owner of the 
house fills the pot with water and 
lets a few pieces of meat and bones 
drop to the bottom, then he adds 
some coloring material in order to 
give the whole a touch of mystery 
and to make the meat in the bottom 
invisible • Then he places some fire 
under the pot, makes it boil and 
breakfast, lunch or dinner and ever 
supper are ready. 
Soon the regular customers arrive. 


They come from the ships of every 
nationality at anchor an port, also 
some native longshoremen lend their 
patronage to the house. 
Generally 


at noon the street is crowded by 
clients. 
. , 
No waiters or menues are needed. 


Every one pays five cents and re- 
ceives 
from 
hte 
owner the 
fork. 


With this, the customer advances un- 
til he is near the edge of the pot 
and dips the fork into the dark boil- 
ing water. The fork goes to the bot- 
tom of the pot 
If the client is lucky 


enough or has had experience th« 
fork hits a piece of meal and tho 
client fishes the meat out and de- 
vours it- 
It it so happens that the meat is 


left untouched by the fork five cents 
paid again, this entitling the man to 
a new trial.

The 


L.EXINGTOX, June 14.— The "cod- 


dling of criminals" rather than the 
nervous reaction from the world war 
was blamed for the fiVime wave all 
over the country today by Wade H. 
Ellis, a member of the American Bar 
Association committee, investigating: 
the increase of crime, who spoke yes- 
terday at Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity, of which he is a graduate. 
The findings of the crime committee, 
disclosed in part for the first time 
by Mr. Ellis, will be made known in. 
detail when the report of the com- 
mittee Is fined next month. 


Mr. Ellis said that in the period 


from 1910 to 1921 the number of 
murders in ciues like New York, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Los Angeles and 
practically all large centers of pop- 
ulation increased nearly 150 per cent. 
and he asserted that this increase. 
w-hen compared with that of England 
and France, was both "humiliating 
and appaling " Referring to condi- 
tions in New York Mr. Ellis said: 


"Crimes of highway robbery on the 
streets and in the stores in broad 
daylight have Increased in startling 
proportion. 
In that city, for exam- 


ple, one out of every thirty registered 
automobiles is stolen every year. The 
American Banker's Association re- 
ports -shot that in 1917 there were 
115 burglaries and eighty hold-ups 
of banks throughput the country and 
in 1921 there were 319 burglaries and 
136 hold-ups. The losses paid by the 
burglary incurance companies grew 
from $1.686,195 in 1915, to $10.189,- 
S53 in 1920, an increase of 543 per 
cen t 


Mr. Ellis then asserts that this con- 


dition is not entirely due to "shell- 
shock from the war. nor to unem- 
plovrnent. nor to the great influi of 
aleins 
He adds:
